By heart, mans heart is meant, as appeareth by 
the context. And now becauſe mans heart is one 
of the principall ſeats of the ſoule of man, therefore 
by a Aetonimy of the ſubiet# , it is vinally in the 
Scripture pur ſometimes for the whole foule, ſome-| 
times (and chat more frequently) for ſuch ſpeciall 
faculties in the ſoule, as more ſpecially belong to the

taken for the whole ſoule,, and all the parts thereof, 
the Vnderſtanding, the Will, the AﬀeCions : for all 
are deceitfull, 

The word deceitfall is ſignificant in the Hebrew, 
comming of a Verbe which fignifieth to ſupplant, 
as runners in the race vie to doe;and from this word 
had 7ecob his name, becauſe he caught E/as by the 
heele when hee was comming forth of the wombe : 
So doe our hearts cunningly , as it were, trip our 
heele when wee are to runne the race which is ſer 
before vs. Though heere alſo that reaſon of the 
name which Eſas falfely gaue to 1aceb , may truely 
agree to our hearts; well may they be called 74cobs, 
becauſe they cozen many, and doe their endeauour 
te cozen all of Gods blefing, and the heanenly in- 
heritance.

The godly one- 
ly in ſore mp ations. Ag it is ſaid-of Danid, he 
Was wpright in all things , ſawe ontly in the matter of 
Friah.

Contrarily, the heart of the wicked may be vpright 
in ſome particular actions , as Abimelechs in the taking 
of Sarab; 1 know ({aith God) thon haſt done this in the 
wprightnes of thy heart : yet notin the maine of their 
lives . I his is proper onely to the godly , that they 
are wprigbt in their way, that is, the conſtant tenor of

To begin firſt with the deceirfulneſſe of the heart, 
and then to come to the illuſtrations of it after- 
ward; Ir may be asked , for the better vnderſtan- 
ding thereof : How comes this deceitfulneſle into 
the heart ?Is not the heart Gods creature ? and did 
hee not make it ſimple, plaine, and true ? Whence 
then this fraud ? Lord, thou ſowedft in this field 
of mans heart, the good corne of faith, truth, ſince- 
ritie : whence then theſe Tares ? Salomon tells vs, 
Eceleſ. 7.31. God made man righteous : bat they haue 
ſought out many muentions. For howloeuer thele i#- 
#entions and deceits (as Moſes (heweth, Gen,z.) were 
Micft forged in the Diuels braine,and came our of his 
ſhop, yer becauſe they were ſo readily apprehen- 
ded, and asit were bought vp fo faſt by our firſt pa- 
rents, therefore Salomon alcribes them to man.

nough to harbour ſuch ſwarmes of vaine and vile 
thoughts,defires,and affefions; and that farremore 
ſecretly from being eſpyed by vs, then the largeſt 
and waſteft Cities can doe any ſcouting naughty- 
packe? Man i 4 greas deepe, whoſe very haires are num- 
bred before thee, © Lord : 4nd yet eaſier it ro know the 
number of his beires, then of the motions and affettions 
of his heart , as excellently Saint An/Zen. For, as in 
Hercules MonFer, ſtill freſh heads , one ſpringing vp 
after the cutting off of the other : and as in Ezektels 
Temple, after the (ight of ſome abhominations , ill 
moe : ſo heere in this ſoinfinite a receptacle of de- 
ceitfull thoughts, one deceit ſucceeding and preſ- 
ling hard at the heeles of another . Many inuentions, 
faic Salomon,ſpeaking of thoſe at the firſt in the hearr 
onely of _Udam'and Ewe : How then is the number 
(thinke we) increaſed (ince,there being none, whole 
braine or breaſt hath not caſt in his Widdowes Me, 
atleaſt , into the common Treaſury? It this ſtinc- 
king river were ſo great where it firſt roſe, how then

Why then will ſome ſay , doe you 
trouble your ſelfe in vaine ? for if none can know 
this »wy/terie of iniquitie, how then can you know it ? 
how can you make vs know it ! 

I anſwer , though no man know it as of himſelfe, 
yet, 1 the Lord know; and it we plow with hu heifer,we. 
fhall know the darkeſt Riddles. There is a myſterie 
of finne (faies one) lying in the foldes of our hearts, 
which wee {hall neuer ſee, vnleſſe the Spirit of God 
enter in, and giue vs light : For this ſpirit ſearcheth 
the decpe things of God. 1 Cor. 2. much more can it 
ſearch the deepneſle of Sathan, and of mans deceit- 
full heart . If then we conſult with the Lords Spirit, 
wee may learne of him what theſe deceits be, fo 
farre forth , as he hath reuealed them in his Word; 
which is a light whereby wee may ſcein this, euen 


| more then «&ziptian darkenefle . Therefore our $4- 


wiour counlelieth vs to take the benefit of this light, 
and not to ler it ſtand vnderthebed; and that vpon 
this greund , for there « nothing hid [ namely, in our 
hearts, though neuer fo cloſely ] but it ſhall be opened, 
namely , by the power of the Word, moſt plaine 
ly. And this Paw/exemplities in his 1deot, comming 
into the Church aflemb!ies,and in hearing the word 
opened, ſeeing himſelfe and his owne heart opened, 
and the ſecrets thereof diſconered : Counſell [ vnder- 
ſtand it of crattie counſell] i in the heart of man;

eo apprehend it, yawning in his deſires, even like 
the drie and thirfty ground . This Faith when at 
length he hath got by many ſtrong and loud cryes, 
ſent vp to the throne of Grace, he feeleth his minde 
calmed , and beginnerh to reioyce in the faluation 
of the Lord. Anexample of ioy thus w_ wee 
haue in thoſe Connerrs of Peter, who were firſt pric- 
ked and wounded Spirit, crying out to the Apo- 
ſiles for ſome relcefe ; and then afterward , hearing 
thepromiſes, and receiuing the Sacraments , they 
were repleniſhed with the ioy of the holy-Ghoft.Bur 
the Temporaries ioy comes not fo {lowly , bur it

his Chriſtianity, it is but an ill figne, a preſage of no 
durable ſoundnefſe . The flattering of the Sunne 
rayes often drawes forth the bloſlomes very earely:

after ſprrituall things ; yea; like the delire of Rabel at- 
ter children, which made her ſay, Giue mee children, 
or 1 die. See it in Danid: Like as the Hart brayeth after 
the riners of water , ſo doth my [axle after thee, 0 God . 
And againe , my ſoule defireth after thee like the thirfly 
ground. But our Temporaries deſires are nothing ſo 
ſtrong :hee doth not as God commaunds , opex bu 
mouth wide; and cannot ſay with Dauid , Ay beart 
breaketh for defire to thy indgements ; nox with the 
Church,7 am ficke of lowe; nor as Siſer4 in his natural! 
thirſt, / die for thirſb,give me drinke : for this is the na- 
ture of ftrong and feruent defires, to be ſo impatient 
of delay, that they commonly verific S:/owons Pro- 
nerbe, The hope that is deferred , is the fainting of the 


fſovle . Therefore our Saujour bleſſed indeed thoſe | 


that hunger and thirſt for his righteouſneſle, but yer 
ſuch as hunger and thirft in mourning , which was 
that he required before: vnto bleſſedneſſe. The bleſſed 
defires then are onely thoſe which are ſo affeiFionate 
that they make the deſirer to mourne,, tecling his 
delire not to be fulfilled : but now our Temporarie 
though hee deliregrace , yet hee feeleth not'hearty 
griefe in the want of grace, this never troubles him, 
it never breakes his ſleepe: Therefore his delires are

And &o farre are they from this purpoſe of not ſig- 
ning,that they are fully ſet vpon fin,in confefling;as 
in thoſe 1/raelites, that ſaid, we have ſinned, we will goe 
wp; which wasas much as if they ſhould have ſayd, 
we have finned, we wil fin: tor God in the former verſe 
had forbidden them to goe vp z yea, many of them 
preſume to {inne,becaule of confeſhon; thinking by 
itto be caſed, as the drunkard by his vomiting: And 
though ſome of them, in their good -moodes, and in 


themſelues in confeſhon , verily to purpoſe amend- 
ment, yet theſe are no ſound , no ſctled, no fincere 
and honeſt purpoſes, but ſudden flaſhings,conceived 
by their deceirfull hearts, rather to auoid the iudge- 
ments either felt, or feared , then truly to pleaſe 
God; and thus, becauſe the heart is not rent, toge- 
ther with the garments, therefore neither is the ſinne 
rent, but rather own faſter together by that _ 
of the garment; and becauſe with that penitent Pub-

pray : neither onely may he doe this with others, but 
alſo ſolitariiy,apart by himſelfe,as it is ſaid, the Pha- 
rifle went vp to the Temple to pray , as well as the 
Publicane, both of them to their privace prayers,the 
Tempie then, in regard of ceremonial holineſle, be- 
ing the place,as well of private,as of publike prayer. 
It may ſeeme then our Temporerie is well : Forit is 
onely the ſanRifying Spirit which reacheth to pray, 
who therefore is ſtyled the Spirit of prayer, and the 
| children of God are viually in Scriptures deſcribed 
by this, that they call pow the name of the Lord : But 
alas,his prayers are not true prayers,they are rurnesd| 
into linne : For, 

Firſt, though hee may pray to our thinking (and 
his owne too ſometime) very feruently,yet Job ſaies,| 
Will be pray alway ? No, in more grieuous trialls bis

But the temporary is not thus holily 
carried in his praters with the reſpe& of -Gods glory, 
with Moſes and Pal, preferring it to his owne ſalua- 
tion, but with Selfe-repecFs, and thoſe very baſe; as 
may cafily appeare by theſe two things : firſt, his 
rayers are more zealous & feruent with others, then 
alone by himſelfe : whereas the vehemency of a true 
Chriſtian is then greateſt, when he is ſhut vp in his 
cloſet,and hath God onely to be witneſſe of it. This 
ſhews, that pride and vain-glory fway him, not any 
true zeale to Gods glory : ſecondly, after prayer hee 
hath no careto returnethanks; as in the nine Lepers, 
which cried,as1»ud as the tenth, Jews hawe mercie, but 
returned not with chem to give thankes for their 
health; which tewed,they ſought rhemſelues onely 
in their prayers , and nothing eſteemed the lone of

Chrift:third:y,he makes prater theend of prayer; he 


good ſadnes vie his prayer as ameane to preuaile a- 
gainft his ſins; he prayes idlely and lazily, and doth 
noe , together with his lippes in praying, moue his 
bands, in indeuouring for that he prayes; according 
as $4lomon direfteth ,conpling together prayer to 
God & ourowne indenor, 7f chew call for knowlt dge; 
and cry for nder ſtanding;tf thou ſceke her a filuer and

| crying and calling in prayer, there muſt be ſecking, 
| and ſearching in the vie ofthe means :elſe-we do but 
mocke God, and our ſelues much more, if we pleaſe 
our ſelues in ſuch prayers. And that which Selomoy 
ſpeakes of other idle talke, will be true of the vaine 
prattie'of ſuch {lothfull praiers; 1» all labour there 5 
abundance, but the talke of the lippes onely bringeth want, 
We (ball ſtill remaine poore and beggarly in ſpiri- 
tuall things, vnleſſe our hands beftirrechem,and la- 
bour, together with our mouthes, valeſle weriſe vp| 
from our prayers ,, with a (ctled purpoſe to; buckle 
our ſelues to our-bulines. As David atter that he had 
prayed the Lord , that his wayes might be direRed| 
to keepe Gods ſtarutes, and had inforced this prayer 
by certaine arguments, he thus ended it, 7 will keepe 
thy tatutes ; whereas the tewpporarie beleeuer feeles ng 
ſuch fruit of prayer, but rather ſayes ſecretly, I will 
lie in my finnes ſtill, againft which I have prayec 
I will breake thy ftatutes, which I prayed I might 
keepe, Much like to S, AuZer, that been his cons 
uerlion prayed to God for chaſtity and continency, 
but yet was afraid, as hee writes of himſelfe , left 
God ſhould heare his prayer too ſoone, deſirousra- 
ther to haue his luſt ſatisfied ,.then extinguilhed.

Aiſe of repentance, namely, the reformation ot life, 
the remporarie alſo may leeme to atraine hereunto;

(by way of oppoſition) is ſayd , not ſimply not to 
ſweare, but to feare aw owh : to ſhew that wicked 
men may refraine ſwearing, but not outof any feare 
of Gods commandement . This is proper onely to 
thegodly : So Prew.15.27.the godly are {cr out,not 
ſimply by their not recetuing gifts , but by hating 
of gitts; to ſhew , that therefore they receiue not 
it the hand , becauſe they hate them wich their 
cart.

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Of the deceitfulneſſe of the Temporaries obedience. 
V Ee haue examined the two former grounds, 
. whereupon the Tewporary buildeth his opi- 
nion of himſelfe to be the childe of God, and diſco- 
uered the deceitfulnefſe of them both ; namely, his 
Faith and Repentance : Ttiremayneth that we (hon 


doe the like to bis third gronnd ; namely, his obed# 
ence, and ſo diſmiflebim. 


Obedience is two-fold; 4ive, in doing that which 
God commandeth :' Paſine, in ſuffering that which 
God infliteth . And the temporary may feeme to 
have both thele. DU Net f eg ade + SORRY 
1. For Ative, 'the Tropoerurce beleetier may pot 

farre. 
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farre. There is no outward good worke, which a 
true beleeuer can doe, but the Temporarie may 
doe it alſo, and that in outward. appearance wich 
as great ſpirit and zeale as the true beleeuer : as in 
lchs , who did not onely execute Go v8 indge- 
ments vpon Ahh, and his houſe, and deſtroyed 
Baal , and his Prieſts , but did this ( asothers and 
himſelfe chought) with great zeale, andin the heate 
of godly indignation; ſo that ro the outward eye, 
little difference betweene the ſpirit of 7ehw in his re- 
formation , and of 7oſiah in his. So Herod reveren» 
ced 1ohw, and did many things in obedience to his 
dodarine. So likewiſe did Saw} reuerence Samuel, the- 
wing great humility in hiding himſelfe , when tobe 
King , and after he was King,, great zeale and cou» 
rage in revenging the cauſe of thoſe, 7abeſs againſt 
Nhaſh, in fighting the bartells of the Lord againft 
the Philiſtims, and 1n deftroying of Witches ; great 
mercy alſo, and moderation , tn ſparingand Groj- 
uing thoſe wicked _ thar deſpiſed him, &c. 
Yet for all this, his end was fearefull, God tooke 4- 
way his mercy fromL him. And therefore the obedi- 
ence that ſeemeth to be in this kinde of men , is de- 
ceitfull : elſe God would not, as he threatneth by the 
Prophet, blot it our, who according to Nehemiahs 
prayer, wipes not out any of the good ſeruices of his 
children, 

That this deceitfulnefle may the better appeare, 
let vs examine our Temporaries obedience by the 
notes of true obedience , which are ſpecially three, 
Sincerity, Vninerſality, and a ſetled ConZtancie. 

1. Sincerity, whenall 5aſe, and by-reſpefFs laid a- 
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ſide, onely the conſcience of Gods commandement, 
and the delire of his glory that ſwaies with vs.Bleſſed 
are they that keepe hes teXimonies ((aith the Prophet;) 
but becauſe there-may be much guile in keeping, he 
addes , and ſecke him with their whole heart, The true 
keeping of the Teftimonies is when wee ſeeke God, 
and not our ſelues,in keeping;when, as 7eremy (ayes, 
wee beecircumcifed to the Lord , thatis , in relpe of 
Gods commandement, and notthe Magiſtrates, a; 
itis with too too many. Hencethat phraſe which is 
fo frequent with the Propher , of ſeeking Gods com- 
mandements, 1 am thine, ſane mee © for I ſecke thy pres 
cepts. Which implieth thusmuch, rhart all that wet 
are to ſceke in our obedience, &che precepts ther- 


may {ay to ithe Temporaries , yee lſeekenor vs\, bit 
yout ſclues: As Chriſt ſayd to Tome of them, ye ſeek 
me becauſe of the loanes, Some, Prox.1.28. are ſaid to 
ſeeke God , and yer of the ſame men it is faid in th 
next verſe, thar they hated the knowledge of God: 
how can they be ſaid to ſecke that which they hare! 
but that they ſought nor God ſincerely , but onely 
tor their owneeale ſake, to be deliuered our of ther 
trouble ; and ſo indeed they ſought not God , bitt

themſelues : For all their obedience is. either ſlaw 
or mercenary; ſometimes it is the obedience of the 
' bondſlane , ſometimes of the hireling, alwayes bale, 
| corrupred with ſome wrie and wrong conlideratis 
on or other. Sometimes the feare of man workesit, 
as in Eſaxs marrying no longer with the Canaanites;) 
| but with the poſteritie of J/mael Moſes noteth the 
ground 
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ground of it to haue beene the conſideration of his 
Fathers diſtaſte of his Canaamtiſh wines. Sometimes 
againe the feare of Gods iudgements, as of the racke 
of an acculing conſcience, of the torments of hell- 
fire,&c. this holdeth vs to it. But heere that which 
the Apoſtle ſpeaketh concerning Magiſttates lawes 
that wee ought to be ſubie&, not onely for wrath, 
namely of the Magiſtrate, and the puniſhment 
which chat wrath may inflit but for conſcience ſake, 
is true much more in Gods law, that wee ought to 
performe obedience,not ſo much for wrath, no not 
tor Gods owne wrath, and the puniſhment it will 
inflict, but though there were no hell, yea, though 
there were no heauen, of very conſcience, be- 
cauſe the Lord God hath commanded vs. Other-| 
while againe the Temporarie obeyeth vpon hope of 


profic, prayſe, and ſach like. And here that de- 
prauation of Sathan hath his truth; Doth 106 ſerwe | 
God for xought ? Doth Saul loue God for nought ? 
No,it is fora Kingdome.Doth Jebu root out 4habs 
race for nought ? nozit is to confirme himſelfein the 
Kingdome, Doth he deſtroy Beall for nought ? no, | 
it is for glory in the world, that hee may crake,and 
call vp good 1enadab to applaud him and his zeale; 
Come and fee what zeale I haue for the Lord, Thou 
deceiueſt thy (elfe /ehw,it is for thy ſe/fe: Therefore | 
God ſayes afterward by the Prophet; 7 will wiſit the 
Izreel pon the houſe of Tebu. Though it were 
y Gods owne appointment, yer becauſe Je- 
by obeyed not Gods commandement, fo much as 
his owne ambition and pride in the ſhedding __— 
[ of 
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of;theretore God will not puniſh it as diſobedience, 
nor reward it as obedience, So likewiſe, though 
GoDp commanded the burnt offerings, the new 
Moones,&c. yet he aſketh the ewes, bo required 
| 


theſe things ? becaule it was not the conſcience 0 
Gods commandement that mooued them to per- 
forme thoſe ſeruices. And againe, Have yee faFed ty 
wee? to Mee, faith the Lord, becauſe it was not any 
true regard of Gods word that cauſed chemi to faſt, 
Obedience in the Word is compared to fruit, and 
the doing of good workes is called the bringing 
foorth of fruir. Now truit comes of ſcede ; Seede 
muſk firſt be received of the ground, before it: can 
yeeld vs any corne. T his ſeedeis the word,the comp 
mandement of God : Firſt wee mult receiue this 
ſecede before we can bring forth any fruit: firſt wee 
muſt heare the word, and by taich apply vato, and 
vrge.vpon our {clues the commandemenr,and then 
obey. Obedience without reſpe& of Gods word, 
but wilde Gatszitgrowes of it ſelte,there was no ſeed: 
ſowneto bring forth this fruit,and therefore it is not 
good. And ſuch is the obedience of the remporarit; 
hee beares, not the. Word thovgh it ſpeake to him 
neither doth he doe whar he does as tothe word;the 
word indeed requires of him that hee does, bur hee 
does it not-as hearing bimſelte requeſted by the 
word, but rather by his owne corruption. If God 
had aſ ked 7ehs concerning his deſtroying of A4habs 
polteritie, Baals Prieſts and worſhip, who required 
this. at his hands, hee might truely haue anſwered, 
vaine-glory,ambition,pride,policy. And here is the 
firſt dereRion,of the Temporaries obedience,  - 
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2. Note of true obedience is wxiverſalitie. And 
this neceſſarily ſpringeth from the former: for it 0- 
bedience be ſe#cere, that is, if it be performed onely 
becauſe of Gods commandement, it muſt needs be 
wniner/all,co one commandement as well as to ano- 
ther: tor there is the ſame diuine authority binding 
the conſcience in one as in another. And therefore 
truly it is ſaid,}/hatſoener is done for Gods cauſe is done 
equally,becaule the ſame God that commaunds one 
precept, commaunds alſo che other,” Hence is that 
of 1ames, Hee that breaketh one commandement is 2 wil- 
tie of all; tor the law is wholly copulatixe : So that, as 
where many friends are linked together in a ſure 
bond of triend{hip, if you offend one of them, you 


friends quarrell; ſo is it with the commandements, 
they are ſo knit and chained together, that when 
one is violated, all the reft are ready as it were to 
take it's part,and to enterinto Gods Court their afti- 


ſome of the Iſraclites had broken the fourth Com- 


Sabbath, God challenged them for breaking of all 
his commandements, How long refuſe ye to keepe my 
commandements ? And Ezechiel reckoning vp many 
abhominations, fafteneth the imputation of all of 
them on him that had afually oftendedin one only. 
It.is 2 remarkeable place, and therefore 1 will ſer 
downe the words at large. 1f he beget 4 Sonne that is a 
Thiefe,or 4 ſhedaer of bloud, if be doe ( any one of theſe 
things] though he doe not all theſe things, but either hath 
eaten Upon the monntaines,or defiled by neighbors wife,

dye the death. Here bee faith all; and yer betore hee 
ſaid one onely,becauſe breake oneand breake all; keepe 
one truely and heartily, and keepe all. Whence' ir is 
that ſome one good attion hath bleſſedneſle aſcri 
bed to it, as the waking of peace, Math.5. becauſe 

' this concatenation of rhe commandements, and the 
vertues therein commanded, that a man cannot 
| keepe one, but hee muſt keepe the reſt; hee cannot 
| haue one grace, but he muſt alſo have another. For 
there is a double both keeping and breaking of the 
commandements, habitual and aFuall . Habitual, 
in the preperation;purpoſe,deſire and d:/poſition of t 
heart : 4dnall,in the outward deede. Now howlo- 
euer he that breakes one,breakes not all aZ&ZFually;yet 
breaking that one habitually, hee breakes them all 
habitsally; his heart ſtands a-like affeted to breake 
any of the reſt, and whenſocuer occaſion ſhall ſerue, 
he will breake them. And howſoeuer he that keepes 
one, keepes not all a7ualy; nay,he that keepes moſt 
breakes all a&Faally; yet hee that keepes one com- 
mandement h4bitualy, that is, in the purpoſe and in- 
clination of his heart,hee keepes them all in the ſame 
manner, bis heart tands honeſtly diſpoſed to the 
keeping of the reſt;he may lay with Dazid, My heart| 
is prepared. So that it may be truely ſaid,the wicked 
do breake euen thoſe commandements they keepe, 
that is,they breake in regard of the fitneſſe and pre- 
paration of their hearts, thoſe they keepe ſometimes| 
outwardly: Andi inthe ine fort, the poodly kee 

| thoſe commandements which aRually they breake.

The deceitfulneſſe of mans heart. | 


The beſt of Gods children are often ouertaken 
with diuers finnes, and with ſome one more then 
with another, and ſo faile more in the breach of 
ſore commandement then of another : yet till they 
keepe rhat commandement in regard of the bew! 
and afetion of their hearts, they conſent with Paul 
to the Law, euen in that commandement they moſt 
breake, that it is holy and good. Now when wee ſay 
true obedience is catholzque and wwinerſall, the kee- 
ping ot all the commandements, it is to be vnder- 
ftood of this habituall obedience, when with Daxid | 
we leoke towards,or hane reſpect to them all.Loethen 
the deceit of the Temporaries obedience. Though | 
they doe many things, as Herod and 1udas; yet they 
line in the habiznall breach of ſome one commande- 
ment at leaſt. As Herod, in the habitual breach of 
the ſeaventh Commandement,in his incef : 1nds in 
the habitual breach of the eight, in his covetonſneſſe. 
Their hearts were ſet on thoſe fins,and they drunke 
them in as thEFilh doth Water. They bated thoſe 
good commandements of the Lord, that forbad 
thoſe ſinnes, and could haue wiſhed withall their 
hearts there had beene no ſuch Commandements : 
which ſhewed, that euen in thoſe commandements 
they kept, as Herod in hearing John, Iudas, Chriſt, 
their obedience was rotten and vnſound, and with- 
out all regard of Gods commandement : for the 
ſame God that bad Hered reuerence Johns Minifte- 
rie in the ſecond Commandement, bad him alſo 
poſſeſſe bis weſſell in holines end bonowr,in the ſeaventh. 
' | And it conſcience had made him louse the ſecond} 

| [ Commangement, ſurely it wouid not let him have) 
I3 hated 
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3 Conſtancy.

| bared the ſeauenth commandement. So 14d, if he 
had truely hated other finnes, becauſe they were 


| | finnes, he could not then have loved, and fo liyed 


| in couetouſneſle. And if Gods feare had made Jebs 
put downe Baals wor{hip, hee would notthen have 
{till retained 1er9boams calves, the ſame God forbid- 
| ding both, Let the temporary then marke himſelfe 
| well, and hee ſhall finde that in ſome point or other 
he hath a dyþenſatorie conſcience with Gods word., 
And as rogues vnder hedges, without the Magt- 
ftrate, ſo hee can make licenſes to himſelfe without 


|| Gods warrant, to continue in this or that finne. 


Wuhereby his prophane contempt of God is mani- 
teſtly bewrayed, and his obedience in other things 
conuinced to be no obedience to God, but to man, 
or to himlelte, or to that reſpe&, whatſoeuer it is, 
that drew it forth. 

3 Note of true obedience is fetled conſtancy, when, 
as the Scripture ſpeaketh, we walkein the comman- 
dements of the Lord, and exerc:ſe our ſelues therein; 
as the wicked are ſaid to be exerciſed in couetouſneſſe, 
in that they conſtantly tollow ir, as the Artificer 
doth his trade : But indcede the temporary doth not 
walke in theſe wayes, as doth the honeſt trauailor 
inthe broad high-way, but onely like to the thiefe 
comes frisking and croſſhng over them, His obeads- 
ence is like the true Chriſtians diſobedience, which is 
; not ſetled and rooted, but onely for a fitte. The 
good Chriſtian quickly remembers himſelfe , and 
returnes to his courſe of godlinefle, when through 


porarie Chriſtian as quickly returnes to his intermit- 
ted 
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red wickedneſle, when ſometimes hee chances to 
ſtumble vpon deuotion. His obedience is a moody and 
paſſionate obeaience;, loone forgot. It is like to Sanls 
afteRion to Dawid;z when the euill ſpirit comes vpon 
him, then that religion which before hee ſeemed to 
make ſo much of, ſhall be runne through with the 
ſpeare of grofſe and wilfull diſobedience. Hee doth 
not,neither can hee,cleaue to the Lord with full purpoſe 
of heart; as the true beleeuer. 

And ſo much for his a7Zive obedience . Now. for 
paſixe in ſuftering; Wee would thinke it ſtrange, if 
the temporarie beleeuer might goe ſo far as to ſuffer 
for the truth: But it is a plaine caſe he may.Did not 
Peter ſpeake in the name of all his fellowes, and ſo 
of 1udas, when hee ſaid, Maſter, wee haue forſaken ali 
and followed thee ? Did not 1udas leaue his calling in 
the world, whatſocuer it was, and did he not negle&t 
all other meanes and poſſibilities of his liuely-hood 
and cleaueonely to Chriſt for three yeeres ſpace,be-| 
ing partaker with him in his ſufferings? So did De-| 
(94s and Alexander with Paul; and yet both after- 

ward became fearefull Apoſtates, infomuch as Alex 
ander ( of being perſecuted ) turned a perſecutor, 


cuting lew, a perſecuted Chriſtian; for S. Paul wri- 
teth of him, chat by puttin? away 4 good conſcience;hee 
had ſoipwracked the faith, that hee had done hins much 
exill, that he withſtood bis preaching ſore,that be blal- 
phemed the truth; and yer we that finde in the As, 
that in Pauls cauſe he was very neere vnto mari)r dom,

and that of him, who before had rurned of a perle-| . 


when hee was violently dragged forth, and caſt as a 


prey to the teeth of thoſe raging Epheſians, _— 
the 
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the Deacon ioyned himſelfe to the perſecuted Church 
and yet afterward becamea ring-leader and the head 
of a horrible wickedneſſe : for of him were thoſe Ni- 
cholaitans, S. 1obn ſpeaketh of, fo called. The like wee 
may ſee in Ananias and Saphira, that were content 
to ſell their whole eſtate,and ro giue halfe of it to the 
Church,and yet but hypocrites: yea, Auſteuthinketh, 
aswe thewed before,that hypocrites may ſuffer mar- 
tyrdome. It it be obieRed,that Chriſt ſayes,thele tems 
poraries are offended and goe batk when per ſecution com- 
meth becauſe of the word, and therefore that they cane 
not goe thus far as wee ſay ? I anſwere, that is to be 
vnderftood of one kinde of the Temporaries,namely, 
thoſe that are noted out by the ſony ground; and 
notoof the ſecond ſort of Temporaries, which are re- 
preſented to vs by the thorzy ground; for the very 
riſe our Sauiour vieth in that Parable muſt needs im- 
ply that as the. foxy ground went beyond the high- 
way, ſo the thorny goes beyond the Zony; which 
cannot be otherwiſe then in this, that the thorny 
grounds fruit can well endure the heat of the ſunne, 
and is not periſhed that way, as was the tom 
b grounds, bur -onely by her owne thornes. Ot this 
ſort of. Temporaries was 1udas, Alexander,and the reſt 
| aboue-named, in. whom the good ſeede was oner- 
| throwne, not by the parching ſunne of perſecution, 
which in ſome meaſure they endured, bur by the 
choaking thernes of Couctouſnes, Ambition,and ſuch 
| like corrupt affeftions. The temporary belecucr 
| | then may proceede thus farre,to ſuffer; but as yet 
| Paul telleth the Galathians, i» wamme, becauſe he ſuf 
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bethat ſuffereth aright,muſt ſuffer in denyall of him» 
ſelfe, and his owne carnall aftefions, according to 
our Sauiours direftions, giuen to all ſuch, whom he 
calleth to be his Diſciples : 1f any man, ſaith hee, will 
be my Diſciple, hee muſt deny himelfe, and take up the 
croſſe. It is not enough ſimply to take vp the croſle, 
bur firſt hee muſt deny himſelfe, and fo take vp the 
croſſe. Bur the termporarie ſeekes himſelfe in taking 
vp the croſſe : They are his owne proud, ambiti- 
ous, vaine-glorious, couetous aftefions, that make 
him ſtoope to take.vp the croſſe. The fruit of the 
thorny ground'is able.indeedeto beare the heate of 
the Sunne, and is not conſumed therewith, as the 
flony grounds :- but what's the reaſon ? becauſe the 
cthornes- covering it doe fence off the Sunne. And 
what's the reaſon our thorwy Temporarie & fo ready 
ſometime to runne himſelte into the bryers of perſe-

cution, but that the thorne of ſome wicked luſt or 
other is a urre in his ſide? Marke the beſt. of the 
Temporaries in their (u guy you fhall ſee,that 
for all the thornes of perſecution, wherewith the 
aduerſarics pricke them, they ſtill continue prick- 


touſneſle, pride, and, vaine-glory, Theſe thornes 


ing their owne ſoules with the thornes of coue-|*

ull, 


pricke them forward to the ſuffering of the other 
thornes; as in 1#dgs, bee looked one day for a good 
day, hee hoped to have no meane place in Chriſts 
temporal! kingdome, and withall in preſent hee felt 
the ſweet of carrying the bagge. Hee carryed the 


croſſe on his backe, that hee might carry the bagge in.| 


his hands. T he delight and comfort he tooke in lick- 
ing his fingers after the receipt of the almes, made 
him 
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him willingly indure thelittle paine of his back. The 
bag in the hand was a ſtafte and prop to vphold his 
backe from (inking vnder the burthen of the Crofle, 
The- ſweetneſle, not of Gods lowe ſhed into his heart, 
but of wansloge ſhed into bis hands, was that which 
allayed the ſowrenes of the croſle. So with others, 
the coole winde, not of Gods, but of mens praiſes, is 
that which refreſheth them in the { korching of this 
Sunne; and. maketh them with ſome. comfort beare 
the heate of the day. Thowgh 1 gine my body to be burned, 
ſaith Paul, and baue not lowe, I haue nothing. Inſinu« 
ating that men may burne their bodles,as hee burnt 
Dianaes Temple, of felfe-lone, of loue, of glory and 
fame in the: world, and not of any true loue to 
{Go D, or his Church, Let vs not then pleaſe our 

ſelues ak, if wee haue ſuffered ſomething 
for thetruth, becauſe euen in ſuffering the heart is 
{deceitfull; but ſearch wee our owne hearts, and ſee 
whether, as the 4duerſarie perlecutes the new wan 
in vs, ſo wee thence take occalton to perſecute the 
old man in our ſelues : whether we turne the ſword, 
thruſt at vs to kill the lite of Grace, to the opening 
of our impoſtumes : whether, as ic were by one 
nayle driuing out another, wee vie the thornes of 
perſecution, as meanes and medicines againſt the 
thornes of eoxetonſneſſe and worldlineſſe, It is an il) 
figne, when wee can beare the worlds yoke in per ſeru- 
tion,and yet at the ſametime,not endure Govs yoke 
in wortification. Againe, examine wee the ground 
andend of our ſuffering, whether we can true!y fay 
with Paul and the Pſalmiſt, The lowe of Chriſt conſtr ai- 
meth : For thy ſake wee are killed, and fuffer all things 
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for the elefFs ſake: foras we haue ſhewed, coueroul: 


nefle, pride, and vaine-glorie, ſetteth many on this 
worke. And, which 1s not all out ſo bad, happily 
others may be forced by the feare of Gods iudge- 
ments threatned againſt them that deny the truth : 
But then, as God ſaid once to the Tewes in the mat- 
ter of faſting, hae yee faſted tomee? fo here alſomay 
hee ſay to vs in the matter of ſuffering, hae yee ſuffe- 
red for mz? And when we ſhall begin to tell Chriſt of 
ſuch kinde of ſufferings, and to ſay with Peter, wee 
haue left all and followed thee, hee may twit vs with 
the fame anſwere wherewithall hee then pinched 7u- 
das, whom Peter includedin the generality of his 
ſpeech, Whoſoener ſhall forſake houſes, lands, &vc. for 
my names ſake, ſhall receine an hundred fold. But 1u- 
da,and ſo all other temporary beleeners, whatſocuer 
they haue ſuffered for Chrift, it hath not beene for 
bis ſake, but for their owne; therefore their ſuffe- 
riags haue beene deceitfull : and as they would 
haue deceiued Chrif# by them , fo aſſuredly 
Chriſt (hall deceiue them, in diſap- 
pointing them of their hoped- 


for reward. 
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of the deceit of the heart in iadging onr [clues better 
then wee are. 

A Nd of the ſecond geceit of the heart, in iudging 

of our perſons, ſo much : The third tolloweth, 
And that is, when wee iudpe our ſeluesto be better 
then indeed we arezwhen our {zttle is rhought a great 
deale, our Mite of Grace a Talent, our Mote a Beam, 
our Aolehill a Mounteine,our ſmoaking flaxe the ſtr 
and blazing flame of ſome mighty bonkre; our ſma 
beginnings, the height of perteion. Of this deceit 
the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, when taxing the pride of the 
Corinthians, whereby they thought themſelues wi- 
ſer then indeede they were, hee thus writeth, Zet us

Now as concerning 
hope of ſome good that may enſue ; heere 
daughters were caught, as well as their father in the 
former : For when they fell into that foule ahhomb| 
nation of inceſt, in all likelihood this was that 
which prenailed with them, a hope they had that] 
by this meanes, in their Fathers poſterity , the 
Church of God ( otherwiſe in their opinion neere 
an end ) ſhould bee vpheld , and preſerued : And 
was not here a goodly colour , tocommend inceſt 
vnto them , the preſeruation of.the Church from 
ruine ? Bur had not Abraham as good a colour for 
to haue ſpared 7/aac, contrary to Gods commande- 
ment ? cuen the ſame that they had, the perſeryati:

Auſten, Good words are not more eaſily learned by thoſe 
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on, and faluation of all the ele& » Which hee might 


feare would haue beene buried in 1/aacks alhes , of 
whom he knew the Mefhah muſt come... And in- 
deed, it Abraham had not had a ſound heart indeed, 
here had been fit place for chis deceit, The leapers 
were thus deceiued, when, contrary to Chritts 
commandement , they diuulged the Miracle of 
their healing : Their reaſon was to declare Chrifts 
, and their owne- thankefulneſſe., But they 
uld have learned, that as when God commands 
things otherwiſe forbidden ,- then they are no 
ſinnes;as in Abrahams caſe : fo when he forbiddeth 
things otherwiſe commaunded, then they are no 
i of obedience, whatſocuer plauſible perſwa- 
ons wee may frame to our ſclues. Szxl alſo was 
thus deceived, when for the better ouerthrowing 
ofthe Philiftimes, hee forbad the peopleto cate any 
thing till the evening. So Rebeecs, when for gaining 
ableſing, ſhe taught her ſonne how to lye. duſter 
makes mention of ſome that iuftified the reading 
of the immodeſt, and laſcivious writings of the 
hexchen Poers vnto young boyes, by the good that 
comes of ir, namely; the ning of the tongue, the 
poliſhing of the ſpeech. That which is good is 
precious indeede, and according ro Salomoss rule, 
weare to buy it, bur yet not to our diſaduantage | 
#ith"rhe loſſe onely of worſe things, not of better 
things then that we buy. Wee mult not buy clo» 
quence, and good words fo dearely, as with the lofle 
of a good conſcience : we muſt not redeeme ovr little 
finger with the loſſe of our cies. For as excellently.

This were 
bad enough one would-thitke : Yet here is not all. 
For beſides the lofle wee purpoſely put our felues} 
vnto , wee looſe alſo that we hoped to gaine by this 
lofſe; both ther talent and the dramme toi As Sam, 
when by his wicked execration, and cruel _ 


bition of food to the people, he thought to have furs 
thered- the victory againſt the Philiftims , inde 

he-hindred ir”, as Jonathan obſcrued.:-For if the peos 
ple had not beune our of heart: for wantof foods, 
"they might farre more valiantly haue purſucd their 
adverſaries, And-ſo it fareth with vs, as with the: 
dogge in the Fable, that letting fallche fleſh ;that

For as in.Jo6 it is ſaid, that 
wemay not ze for God, ſo neither may wee op- 
preſſe,defraud, or doe any other euill,cither for God 
or the Church of God. He knowes how to prouidc 
forhis Church without thee. ble will not be honou- 
red with the price ofa dogge,and.a whore. He needs 
not thy vertues, much lefle thy (innes,- eyther for 
his owne glory,or his Churches. Neuer feare, that 
either of theſe will fall downe, though they ſeeme 
never ſo much to ſhake, valeſle thou (as once Yzz4h 
his hand to ſaue the Arke) put vnder.che proppeof 
thy finne. But againſt this deceit for euer remember 

that golden ru!e of the Apoſtle, We may not.doe exill, 

{no-not theleaſt ): chaz good ( though the greateſt )

this, and thinke this will bee fine, if wee can both 
pleaſe God, and our owne naughty hearts too. This 
was Salomons deceit, in his firſt declinatien, when he 
began ouer=much ro hearken to the inchantments 
of pleaſures ; thar for all IG hee would 
ftill continue his former exerciſe of piety. But when 
once he had gone thus farre, to admit of ſuch com 
panions with God, in the ſeruice of his hearr, they 
could not long endure Gods partnerſhip, nor ye 
God theirs, and ſo Salomon at length gaue oner the 
ſervice of God, and- ſerued idols. Neuer then i 
vs thinke that wee can joyne together things ſo i 
ſociable, godlineſle and: wickednefle. Ir is a hard 
matter to exerciſe two fetierall Trades, much-more 
two ſuch contrary trades, as theſe two. Nener le 
vs be ſo grofſe, as to thinke we can reconcile things 


[altogether irreconcileable, God and Sathay : ye cath 
{not ſerue two contrarie Maſters, Ged and Afanemen, 


God and Bacchiis, God and Venus. The Manny 
Aattereth himſelfe in his worldlinefſe, becauſe hee 
= ge Kill to continue his zeale and fownre& 
nefle in religion. But this is impoſhble. For how 
can ſuch a worthy princeſle as Grace, indure ſuch 
rogues for her bed-fellowes, to lodge with her in-our 


| hearts, as areCouetouſnefle, Voluptuouſnefle, &c. 


No, Grace muſt haue all, or none. If any (inne have 
but a part, it muſt haveall. Loethen notable craft. 


| If you will let ſuch and ſuch gnefts in to have fome 
wa. roome,

roume, they will not bee any vaquiet neighbours : 
Grace(hall enioy her roome ſtill, But when once 
they are got in, Grace is ſo annoyed, that (hee is 
{zine ro depart preſently. And fo all falls to their 
ſhare. 

The elcaventh deceit is , when wee fleſh and con- 
frme our felnes in our linnes, becauſe of ſome hu- 
mane lawes which may ſeeme to fauour them. 
Though yer indeed, they onely zollerate them, and 
not allow them. Thus the common Vlurer decei- 
weth himſelte z why,the law allowes ten in the hun- 
dred : yea, but the law onely ſtints, and limits it to 
ten in the hundreth, and fo farre giues way to it, 
for the preuenting of a greater miſchiefe. And this 
will not be enough toexcuſe the Vſurer in the Cour: 
of Conſcience. Thas the Iewes deceived themſelves in 
the matter of their Po/3gamry, in hauing many wines ; | 
and in their divorces for euery trifle, They thought 
Moſer law had allowed them intheſe finnes. Where- 
z0ur Sauiour ſheweth, Moſes onely game a tollerati-

on;becauſe ofthe hardnefle of their hearts. So in the 
matter of mainrenance for the Miniſterre , many, | 
thoogh rich & able, yetrefule to give anything, be- | 
cauſethey haue not thoſe things, the riches whereof | 
thelaw requires for chis purpote.

The twelfth deceit is, when therefore wee flatter

{tnning, and doe nor laſh out fo farre as others dog, 
Thus many thinke they need not ſticke to ride y 
the Sabaoth, though tor trifling, triuiall cauſes, þ 
they. ſtay an hopre by the way to hearea Sermon 
doe not wholly ſpend it in travelling, as ſome dos. 
Thus many beare themſelues out in their hard and 
vniuſt dealing with the poore, becauſe they vſe nat 
all thar cruelty they might, and th others doe ; be 
cauſe they onely clip oft the woole, and not the lining 


a band; it may be they reſtore halfe of the worth of 
the pledge,when it is forfeited. So theeues thinke, if 
they leaue ſome mony in the trauellers purſe,andlet 
him ſcape with his life, which was in their hands, 
they are fo farre from being to be accuſed for their 
ſealing, that rather they are to be commended for 
their mercy, and moderation in ſtealing. Thus D 
vid though he followed his luſt in lying with Bath 
ſheba, yet he would not lye with her,bur being purk 
hied, according tothe Law : And lying with her fo, 


his deceitful heart made him thinke hee might the 
more 
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tore {ately doe it. But this deceit is not hard to be 
difcouered. Doth David ind:ede make conſcience 
of ceremoniall, and yet none of worall purity ? Doth 
thetheefe- make conſcience of leauing one twelue- 
pence. in the travellers purſe,and noneof raking ma. 
ry hundreths out of it ? Sointhe remitting ot halte 
the-forfeiture, I azke of thee , whether the ſame. 
reaſon that makes thee giue one halfe, ſhould nor 
preſſe thee to giuethe otherallo,, thow having no 
more right before God to keepe the one part then 
the other ? 

The thirteenth azceit 1s, in wreſting the Scripture 
to make it ſerue our turne. And if once our deceit» 
full hearts-can finde the leaſt colour for our ſinnes 
there,then runne we away withir,and take liberty to

T hus the 
toole puts off the fludie of knowledge, pretending 
the impoſſibility of reaching vnto-it : As Salomon 
implies, when he ayes, as it were mockingly imita- 
ting of him, wiſedomes (in the plurall number) are 
too high for 4 foole. O there are ſo many and ſundry 
things to be learned ; How can I comprehend them 
all? But herethe truth is,that want of will is the true 
cauſe, though want of 5kill and power be pretended, 
For theſe men are hike bankruprts, who though they 
be ableto pay ſome part of their debts, yet refuſe to 
pay any thing, becauſe they cannot pay all.So theſc 
vpon pretence of their vnability to doe all required, 
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will not endeauour to doe any thing at all. Dawids 
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yoake to bee eafie and ſweet , and bis commundements 


is ſo painefull; Gods works are farre more ealte,then 
are the Diuels : For whether thinke we is the eaſier] 
burthen to carry malice and enuie in our hearts, or 
thelone of God, and our neighbour ? To retainethe 
memory of iniuries is troubleſorye, and vexes the 
mind, but what trouble or paine is it to let ones an- 
ſer o0e, notto ſpeake euill, nor tor<proach or ſlag- 


things of God that giveth them readily ? Ic. is trou- 
bleſome to the minde to carke and care, and take 
[thought;but to reſt on God by faith, howſweet an 
leaſe is it to the heart?It is a ſlander then againſt god- 
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prattiſe wascleane contrary : For hepropoling to 
himſelfe that perfeRion of obedience required in 
the Law, farre aboue the reach of any man :» Thos 
haſt commaunded thy precepts to bee kept wery much ;

An example of deceit in this kinde wee 
baue in Perer,who for not ſuffering Chriſt ro waſh 
his feet, hearing that fearefull anſwere,7»leſſe 7 waſb 
thee thow haſt no part in mee , la{hed our pretently as 
farre the other way , Lord not feete onely, but hands 
ind head and all. But it was his feete onely that 
Chriſt would waſh, not his hands or head. So the 
Corinthians , being reprehended for their remil- 
nefle, and careleſſe over-(ight in not puniſhing the 
inceſtuous perſon, fell to ouer-rigorous ſeuerity, in 
not freeing him from punifhment,in notiooſing him 
ypon his repentance. So S. 4uſlewconteſleth of him- 
ſelfe, that in his deſire roauoHd carnall delight in 
ſinging,he fell into that extremity of ſeuerity, as to

would none of them giue any of their daughters to 
wife to a Beniamite : So (hould a whole Tribe have 
periſhed, and the Church & Common-wealth have 
beene weakned and impaired. What madnefle 
was this, in punilhingothers, fo farre to 'exceede; 
that therein alſo: we ſhould punith our (clues? Like 
the hands and other outward parts in the Parable, 
which denying to miniſter food to the belly,becaule 
as they ſajd it was. idle and lazie while they labows 


yet to this end the deceitfull hearts of the Iſraelites 
bring them, vpon occaſion of their iuft and lawful! 
zcale. Soeafily may the Diuell caſt in his wilde-fire 
into this fire of zeale. Thus;from the inſt reverence 
of haly men,came in religious; adorations as we may 
{ce in the examples of Cornelixe and ohm , tebuked 


how ealily doe our deceittull hearts carry vsto im- 
moderate :and exceſhve penſiueneſſe; from being 
poore is ſpirit, to be deſperate in ſpirit.”

owne hearts deceirs; his deceirs, by our conſenting 
being made ours,as I ſhewedia the beginning. Thus 
from the true praiſe of mortification, in taming & 
keeping vnder our Aelbly abſtinence ,. many © have 
brought themſelues to too great an aultetity and | 
ſenerity, Hence the whippings and ſuch like exerci- 
ſes of che Papifts. Hence the diſcipline that hath bin 
vied in Monafteries, and the prattiſe of-forne that 
would nevereate but running, leaſt they (hould feele 
ſome pleaſure and delight in eating. Timothy was 
caught in this errour,when vnder thecolour of abſti- 
nence,for the reproouing of the luxurious Epheſians, 1 Tim.5-23. 
hee had ſo far macerared his body,.that the Apoſtle 
was faine to.prefcribe him Phiſicke.. This may teach 
vs what an eye we had neege have ouer our ſe!ues 
euen in the praiſe of the beſt things , becauſe no- 
thing more eaſie, by reaſon of the deceitfulneſle of 
our hearts;then to mixe ſomething of theextreames|

5 Aﬀedtionis Defire. In the which alſo is a dow 
ble deceit. 

1 When our wxxaorll defires are cloaked with 
the name of natwrell, Thouph mens deſires are'it- 
finite, and inſatiable, yet tor all this vſually they 
deceiue themſelues with this, that they deſire onely 
a competency , neither pouerty , nor riches , but 
onely Agurs conuenient portion. Now competet- 
cie is that, which will not onely ſerue _ 
that 
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thar alſo which is fitte for our efate and calling. 
And ſo-that which is but comperent for one eftate 
and calling, and ſay a Magiſtrate, is ſuperfluitie for 
another, as ſay a priuate man. Well then,ler vs ſee 
whether it be fo vſually with our delires, as they 
pretend, that they confine themſelues within the 
bounds of mediocrity , and competencie. The 
cryall will be this, if, when they haue that which is 
comperent, they then reſt contented. For there are 
three delires ; The defire of wetwre, of grace, of cor- 
ruption . Nature will be content with little : Grace: 
with leſſe : but corruption is inſatiable. If then there 
be no hoe with our deſires, but when they have got 
thar which themſclues, ac firſt, would ſer downe 
484 matter of competency, yet they ſtill are like the 
crauing horſe-leaches, that cry Gize, give, it is an ar- 


pument, it is the deſire of corruption , not of nature , yy 


nor of grace. Naturall thirſt is diſcerned from a- 
puiſh by this, that the naturall will be quenched 
with a draught, but the other is further prouoked 


a ſufficiency, if I had but ſo much, I ſhould be well 
apaide then, and yet, when they have that, couer 
more greedily then euer before, this is an Ague, a 
dropfie, a diſeaſe; no naturall, no kindely thirft. 
Bur heere, this deccit of our deſires is ſo much the 
harder to be diſcoucred , in thar ir is net ſo eafie to 
define in euery thing that which" is competent. 
And ſovnder the couer of comperency weequickly 
fall into theſnare of pleaſure and exceſle. This Saint | 
Auſten excellently deſcribes in the deſire of meates

| wards God in the preſence of the meanes, For if 


then wee giue ouer praying to God, or abate of 
our feruencie in ſuing and feeking to him for his | 
helpe, wee may well doubt of our confidence. | 


For if wee doetruely relye on God, as on him who 
is ſufhcient without meanes, and without whom 
| euen the moſt ſufficient meanes are altogether in- | 
ſafficient, why then doe wee beginne fo to ſecure | 
our ſelues, and layafide all feare, when once wee | 
are fenced with the meanes ? Againe, hauing beene | 
ſo confident and comfortable in the enioyment-of 
the meanes, if afterward in the time of danger, 
when the meanes faile vs, wee looſe this confidence, 
and ſhew our ſclues faint and hartleſſe cowards ; 
{this alſo is another conuifion of deceit in our 
confidence. So both theſe wayes is ovr conh- 
dence found our to be deceitfull, both by exceſle 
of ſpirtt in peace, and by want of ſpirit in 
trouble.

Qiſe of repentance. That muſt firſt bee reformed, 
which was firſt deformed. Now as we haue ſhewed 
the heart is originally enill, that is the treaſurie and 
ſtore-kouſe of wickedneſſe : Therefore the firſt 
thing in repentance, muſt be the rinſing and clean- 
ſing of the heart. If finne had begunne in thy out- 
ward man, then (ſhould thy reformation alſo ;. But 
Exes heart was poyſoned before her eie. And there- 
fore I doe not fa well liketheir aduiſe, that wiſh men 
in repentance to beginne with outward abſtinence 
from finne, as the calier, and lo by degrees to come 
to the inward mortification of it. Hee were an vn« 
| skiltull Phy firion, that when the head-ach is cauſed 
by the diftemperature of the tomacke, would apply 
outward remedies to the head, before hee had pur 
ged the ſtamacke, where lies che matter that tecds 
the diſeaſe. The hearc, as our Saviour teacherh, is an 
euill treaſury, ſurcharged with the ſuperfluicies of all 
wickednefle, and hence flowes corruption, and hath 
a coutinuall eruption in the outward man ; So that 
itis impoſſible, the ourward man, or ations thereof 
ſhould be reformed, as long as the heart remaines 
vnpurged. Things ia themſelues good, comming yet 
from an vacleane heart, are naught. Therefore $4- 
lomon excellently ſayes, that not onely the pride of 
wicked mens eyes, and hearts, but euen their very 
plowing ghat 1s, whatſecuer they doe in things lawful, 
a5 eating, drinking, flceping; yea, in the ſervice of 
| God, is ſinne. Liften we then rather to the Prophets 
counſel], 0 1eruſalew waſh thine beart, and to the A» 


poſtles, Cleanſe your hearts you finners..et. nonethink 
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turalllife, and as at brit jt was the fountaine of a fav- 
|/ull lifez fo alſo mult it be the fountaine ofa ſpirituel 
life; that as in the motion of the primum mobile in the: 
hkeauens,all che inferiour ſpheres are moned together 
with it: ſo here, theheart being ſpiritually mooued 
[by the holy Ghoſt,in the work of convertion,al our 
outward parts may moue together with it;euery one 
tof them recewing from it , as from a good treaſury, 
|cheir ſeuerall portions of gpoodnes.Mat.12.Pre.g. 
| So much for the firſt point, what this wickednes 
lis. Theſecond is, that this wickedneſle of the heart 
lis the cauſe of this deceitfulneſſe : which is the mea- 
[ning of the Prophets coniunAtion of wickedneſſe 
{with deceitfulnefle inthis place. For this property 
lof deceirfulneſſe is by the Apoftle giuen to.ſinne : 
and ſo.our hearts come to be deceirfull,, as they are 
|defiled wich finne. For ſinne blindes the minde,and 
ſo makes it eaſteto bee deceiued , and to- miſtake. 
[Wee ſee howealily blinde 7/ack miftooke the youn- 
ger ſonne for the elder. As eafily areour blind hearts 
{deceined , miſtaking the motions of the fleſh for the 
ſpirit, ſuggeſtions of Sathan, for the voyce of the. ho- 
ly Ghoſt , pretences and coloars of zeale, for true 
land naturall-zeale,&c. Thereafter therefore as finme. 
is. more or lefle in the heart, ſo is deceit. The moſt 
odly men, by reaſon they are not wholly treefrom 
| Bt , have alſo experience of this deceitfulnefle : 
[But the deceitfulneileof wicked mens hearts is farre | 
Y oreater 
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preater,by reaſon that ſinne in themisfarre greater, 
euen in his full ſtrength and vigor, butin rhegodly 
ſinne is as it were wounded in the head , and crazed 
in the. braine,and fo leſſe able-to deceiue. The Scrip- 
ture cals ſinnein the godly, the old may ; Now olde 
men that are ready todote for age, are twice chil- 
dren;and-haue no great ſtore of craft. 

This muſt teach-vs, aswe defire in-the profeſſion 


| of religion, not to be deceiued by our owne: hearts, 


ſo to purge, to rinſe, and renew them daily. by re- 
pentance, not ſuffering the leaſt (in to be harboured 
there, Foritwe haue an <uilt heart, affeRting and 
nouriſhing but any one ſinne, this heart will deceine 
vs in the end,whatſocuer be our profeſſion of religi- 
on.1udas may be an example for vs. His heart was an 


| enill heart,acovetous heart;even in the greateſt heat 


of his following Chriſt , and preaching the Word. 
Therefore alſo it proued a deceirfull heart,and at laſt 
betrayed him. into. the hands of that fearefull ſin of 
betraying his Maſter. Neither is there :any other 
reaſon why thoſe forward and feruent ones , inthe 
parable of the ſtony ground fell away , but the want 
of a good and honeſt heart, which onely they that are 
figured by the laſt kinde of ground baue. For as an 
honeſt man will not- deceive another; with whom, 
ſa-neither wil an honeſt heart deceiue the manthim- 
ſelfe inwhomitis. This was the reafon why Pha- 
raob and other , their fits of god!ineſſe did not laſt; 

ecauſe.there.was no true change of their naughty 
and corrupt hearts,. Remember we then the Apo- 
ſtles warning , Take heed leaſt there be in you an enill 


heart $0. depart-away from the lining God. Where there 
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is an vnſound heart, there will be Apotacy in the

Theſe two of all others are the (oreſt trials,and haue 
greateſt farce of deteRing z eſpecially , when they 
come both together, as in the three children 3 who 
arance wetetrped , both by the ſweernefle of the 
muficke, to enchant their ſenſes , and by the ter- 
rour of the fire to affright and aſtoniſh their hearts. 
And ſo have many holy Martyrs beene tryed both 
wayes, both by the threatnings., and by the faire 
and large promiſes of their aduerſaries. Contrary 
to that God gaue in charge to Zabayn , to ſpeake 
neicher evil, nor god to 1acoh, that is, neicher by 
flittery,nor force to goe abour to bring him backe 
againe.

life. Many ſeeme-to be mecke and moderate-men, 
while they are well dealt with. . But let ſome iniury 
|be offered them, and the contrary will appeare. 
And indcede there is no trial! of meckeneſle and pa- 
\tience,till we be prouoked by inturies. lt is no tryall 
of fidelity in a ſeruant not to fi'ch-when his Maſters 
leye is on him ; but when- opportunity ſerues his

So odious is the luke-warme 
hypocrite in the eyes of God, that in ſome re- 
oard hee can better away with the ſtarke co'de 
Atheiſt, and openly prophane and ſcandalous Epi- 
cure,as who would not ratherhavean open, then a 
ſecret and friend-like enemie. Chry/oflome ſayes 
well, that [heeis a worle woman that in hypocriſie

If God iudged of workes one- 
ly by the ontward matter of them , there needed 
then no looking into the hearr, for the iuſt diſpen- 
ling of rewards, and puniſhments. Now there are 
two things more eſpecially in the heart, whereby 
God iudpeth of -our workes. 1. Faith, which clean- 
ſethrhe heart, and maketh it a-good treaſury, fit for 


faith, and whence alſo our obedience is called the 
| obedience of faith. 2. A ſincere affeftion, chiefely re-| 


a good tnan to bring forth good things , which 
alſo proponndeth vnto vs , and vrgethvpon vs the 
commandement of God, preſcribing the good 
worke to be done : whence that title of the Law of 


ſpeRing-Gods glory , and the Churches good in 
that wee doe. The vie. 1. Againſtthe Papiſts, that 
vpon ſuch places as this, would found the dodtrine 
of merit. But here God ſayes he lookes into the hart, 
when-hee would reward the outward worke. So 
that there is no worthinefſe in the outward worke 
ie ſelfe, but ir is ſomething within rhe heart ; which 
procureth the reward to the outward worke, and 
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that is ſpecially as T ſhewed , faith in the®bloud of | 
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F Curiſt.2. Againft the workes of moralli and ci- 
vill men ; which though beautifull in the eyes of the 
worid , are pet deformed before God, becauſe they 
neither low out of a pure fountaine of a purged 
heart, nor are referred to iuſt ends, Let the cwaill 
man then know , that when hee preſents God with 
his oatward righteouſneſle, looking for ſome re- 
ward, the dung of his facrifice (hall beethrowne in 
his face : For God will looke into bis heart, and 
finding ic vnbaptized,hee will bid him looke into the| 
rockes whereout his workes were hewen , and into 
ithe hole whereout they were digged, and then aske 
| him,how that can bee cleane which hath ſo impure 
| an originall? 3. Againſt Hypocrites, that with their 
| leauen, ſowre the beſt workes they doe. It God 
| in .iudging of good workes did not looke to the 
heart , an hypocrite might ſpeed as well asthe beſt 
Chriſtian, Burt heere wee ſee the afteRtion and dif- 
poſition: of the heart is all in all with God. Wee 
indeede iudgeof the heart by the worke : God con- 
; trarily iudgeth of the worke by the heart. Wee firſt 
approue the worke, and then the workeman : But 
God firſt hath reſpe&-ro Habel, and then to his facri- 
fice. Though the matter of the worke bee neuer {9 
oo0d , yet the corruption of an vnſanRified hearr 
will marre all, and change the nature of it. And as 
it will be no excuſe before God , when the matter of 
the worke is ill , to pleade the goodnes of the heart ; 
ſo neither , when the heart is naught, to pleade,that 
the matter of the worke is good. Whereot wee haue 
notable examples, E/. 58. in the Iewes vrging God 
with their faſting, and yer ſent away emptie z and.in 
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Mat.7,23,
